HAVANA, Oct. 18.—The island 


Cuba has'-probably sustained the great 
est material disaster in all her historv 
in .the practically 
continuous cyclon 


whfch'besari with light rains on Thiirs 
flay morning, developing: into torrentla 
floods and devastating hurricanes an 
continuing . until last evening. Th 
western hall at-the 
island 
suffers 


more; severely than-ths east. ' 
... 
The first cyclone, of which there wa 
some warning, -Had -hardly abated on 
Sunday night,.when suddenly, the wind 
which up to' then had been southeast 
changed .to southwest and with renew 
ed fury,-the cyclonic blasts swept ove 
Matanzas, Pinar del Rio and Havana 
provinces,. completing the destruction 
wrought by the first storm. 


Even .now there are fears of anothe: 


cycldhe, on aecoun,t of rumors of the 
approach of a third storm reported to 
be forming south o{ Jamaica. Las 
nighf the rain was still falling in fre- 
quent heavy gusts, but the wind had 
abated- considerably - and - the- sea. - was 
falling. 


It. is impossible to 
estimate even 


roughly the amount of the 
damage 


which doubtless will aggregate 
many 
millions of dollars. - 


'In addition to the great destruction 


to sugar and tobacco plantations, many 
thousand? of peasants in 
the 
three 


western provinces have been. rendered 
homeless and destitute by the loss of 
their homes and the food crops, es- 
pecially plantains and corn. It how 
seems probable that the republic may 
be compelled to request international 
aid for the relief of these sufferers, 
whose condition is deplorable. 


While all communication with 
the 


interior has been cut off there is rea- 
son to hope that 'Orlente, Camaguey 
and Santa Clara 'have 
escaped 
the 
greatest fury of. the storm. 


In the city of Havana 
the losses 


probably will exceed a million dollars, 
mainly due to the destruction, of the 
customs house sheds, which were filled 
with perishable goods, the sinking of 
scores of lighters, many of them con- 
taining valuable cargoes which had 
been unloaded from steamers, and the 
submerging of. about one square mile 
of the residential section of the city, 
facing the sea. Tho flooding of this 
section was caused by the tremendous 
waves which, when the.wind suddenly 
veered in the afternoon, were driven 
with tremendous violence 
over 
the 


Malecon sea wall, inundating as well a 
great portion of the suburb Vedado. 


Few fatalities, up to the 
present, 


have' been reported. 
Threo Drowned 


Three men were drowned in the har- 


bor, but no deaths from the storm oc- 
curred In the city. It is probable, how- 
ever, that'the casualty list In the in- 
terior will be-large.

The-jury, a typlral body of middle 
class tradesmen and clerks, was se- 
cured with but little .trouble, objection 
laving been made in but'three in- 
stances.. Crippen pleaded not 
guilty, 


and then listaned intently and with an

on Ills face

lichard D. Muir made 
(ho opening 
statement for the prosecution. 
Tho trial, which is being held in the 
ew Bailey, promises to be one of the 


most historic in the annals of that fa- 
mous court. 


Lord Chief Justice Alverstone is pre- 


siding- and he was accompanied into 
^ourt today by Sir John Knoll, lord 
inayor of London; Sir Thomas Vezey 
Strong, lord mayor-elect, and the sher- 
ffs in their robes of office. 


The counsel is distinguished. Hich- 
rd D. Muir conducts the prorienutlon, 
with the assistance of Solicitor Hum- 
Jhreys, ^yho represented the crown at 
he preliminary hearing. Crippen is 
defended by Alfred A. Tobin, unionist 
member of parliament, and H. E. Jen- 
tins.

million cords of wood were used In the 
manufacture of wood pulp for paper 
making in the United States in 1009, 
as shown by the annual report oh tho 
Industry Issued today by the census 
bureau. 


The cost of the transformation of tho 


wood, of which there were 
4,002,000 


cords, was 534,478.000. 
This was an 


Increase of about 650,000 cords over the 
conaumplon of 1909, but of only about 
50,000 over 1907. The advancing cost 
of pulp wood of all species Is clearly 
wrought out in tho report. 
The total 


consumption in 1903, though exceeding 
that of 1907 by less than 40,000 cords, 
cost over $2,000,000 more than the cost 
for 1909, and exceeded that for 1'JOS to 
the extent of over JB,000,000. 


Probably the most noteworthy detail 
h connection with the reports 
the 


decrease in the consumption of'spruce 
n the manufacture 
of pulp. While . 


hat timber remains by far the most!

The accident on the Boston Elevated last Saturday night occurred, it 


is alleged, in a very peculiar manner. The car was going down an incline 
at high speed when the brakes were put on so tightly that the car came to a 
sudden stop on a sharp curve. The centrifugal force was so great whnu 
the speed WHS suddenly checked as the car turned the sharp curve that the 
body of the car was torn from the trucks and turned over on one side, 
piling the passengers in a heap. Four were killed and over a score injured. 
The man -who braked that car used the brakes too suddenly and too firmly. 
It does not do to stop a fast moving car instantly.
